VETERAN STATESMAN SPEAKS 


BEFORE ASSOCIATED CHAMBERS 


DOUGLAS ANNOUNCES HIS 


^CANDIDACY FOR CITY CLERK 


To the voters of the City of Covina: 


I have been a resident and a voter 
wij^in. the city of Covina for the past

Southern California is home to a man 
who has been for three times the gover­ 
nor of Iowa and for four years the sec­ 
retary of the United States treasury. 
When Hon. Leslie M. 
Shaw, 
veteran 
lawyer and statesman, rose to address 
the two hundred and fifty men assem­ 
bled Tuesday night at Monrovia under 
the auspices oE the Associated Cham­ 
bers of Commerce of the San Gabriel 
Vnllcy, ho received an ovation due to a 
man who has made much of a long and 
active life for his country. 
He spoke 
for two hours on subjects that lie very 
close to the heart of every true Ameri­ 
can. 


A man of such a career, who has ar­ 
rived at the time of his 
three 
score 
years and ten, may speak with author­ 
ity, and those who differ with him min­ 
gle their differences with respect. No 
budding 
young 
statesman, 
however 
brilliant, could liavo hammered home 
his daring statements as did this vener­ 
able student of politics, for it 
is the 
weight of his years of study and ser­ 
vice that made Shaw a master to hold 
the attention of the American people. 


Mr. Shaw served a term in the Roose­ 
velt cnbinet, and refused a second ap­ 
pointment. Ho is one of the few remain­ 
ing statesmen 
contemporaneous 
with 
Senator Cullom and Allison and Dolli- 
ver of the middle west, and of George 
Frisbe Hoar of Massachusetts, Hale and 
Heed of Maine, nnd the great galaxy of 
forensic giants that roqe from out the 
days of reconstruction following tho Ci­ 
vil War. 


This speaker is sounding a solomn 
note of warning to tho peoplo in rela­ 
tion to governmental hostility to busi­ 
ness, big and little. 
He rehearsed the 
history of the railroads, of their growth 
after the Civil War, and what made the 
growth possible. 
There wore 
daring 
men in those days, men of courage and 
viaipn c^bine^wipL;ddud. 


Mr. Shaw's speech shows that he does 
not deny the cxistance of reasons for 
this 
bitterness 
toward 
big business. 
But he docs decry the fact 
that 
tho 
pendulum of public opinion became so 
agitated that it not only swung to the 
extreme opposite pole, but was manipu­ 
lated in circles, until capital becamo 
timid in all affairs of business, especi­ 
ally when railroads, which are tho ar­ 
teries of business, were singled out for 
public condemnation aud public punish­ 
ment. 


It is the extreme condition which wo 
are facing nt the present time, Mr. Shaw 
said. 
Wo are reaping the whirlwind of 
wrath, which had at 
first 
a 
basic 
cause, but which has become a boomer­ 
ang upon the American people. 
Today 
not a line of railroad is being built in 
the United States, and none are pro­ 
jected except the twenty 
miles 
that 
John D. Spreckcls hopes to build from 
San Diego to the Imperial valley. 
Fif­ 
ty thousand miles of railroad lines are 
in the hands 
of 
receivers. 
Railroad 
lines, as well ns all great businesses in 
the United States arc experiencing 
a 
certain amount of feverish prosperity 
because 
of the war, but all 
finan­ 
ciers know this to be a temporary con­ 
dition, and not based on business prin­ 
ciples. 
Today tho people of America 
are not buying the stocks and bonds of 
railroads, and they will not do so until 
there conies a time when a fairer and 
more equitable deal is given to those 
who not only produae wealth for them­ 
selves but create new wealth through 
expansion and the opening of new coun­ 
tries and new possibilities. 


TOO MUCH REGULATION. 
' 
Mr. Shaw said that great achieve­ 
ment would not come through tho re­ 
striction to an earning capacity of six 
percent on investment, as. is now th$ 
case, as made by 
railroad, regulation.-

PUBLIC PENDULUM. 
With these successes and riches came 
arrogance in ninny instances. 
Because 
men had acquired great fortunes there 
were some of them who desired to ac­ 
quire more than could be properly own­ 
ed or earned, and their practises became 
reprehensible. Tho ere of criticism and 
national soul-searching came in. This 
led to legislation against combines and 
trusts, 
A suspicion of all great busi­ 
ness men began to bo sown in the minds 
of tho people. 
Demagogues began to 
rise up and inform tho people that all 
business men wero 
"malefactors 
of 
great wealth," and that humanity was 
being crucified on " a cross of gold." 


financiers struggled and won, actuated 
not- wholly by tho desire for money 
alono, but striving for satisfaction that 
comes with knowing, that money could 
bo made, that groat enterprises could 
bo put through, and a groat nation made 
greater and more productive. The cap­ 
tains of industry have much tho same 
in their blood as the Yukon prospector, 
who cares not so much for tho gold as 
the finding of tho gold, 
tho 
speaker 
said. 


Voicing his distaste of 
tho 
public 
ownership idea, Mr. Shaw spoke of the 
incapacity of a republic to properly ad­ 
minister and manage large 
business 
enterprises. 
While he was in tho ca­ 
binet he had opportunity on countless 
occasions of seeing tho futility of get­ 
ting proper management for business 
that lay outside tho pale of statesman­ 
ship. The American fleet was sent from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and across 
the water to foreign lands, an achieve­ 
ment that did not fool any ono excopt 
the people of the United States, for tho 
battleships were helpless without the 
coaling ships which the government did 
not possess. 
All tho world but Amer­ 
ica knew that tho fleot relied upon for­ 
eign vessels for coal. 
There was not 
enough powder owned by the govern­ 
ment at that time to carry on a battle 
for two hours, and not enough could bo

Franre that the French 
jieojile in the 
small villages and towns seem to be re­ 
sourceful, and not especially 
suffering 
for the actual necessities of life. 
He 
has been in camp at Vourticrs, a small 
town, where he says it is a unique sight 


t o see the peasants, men and women, 
bringing in their fat pigs and poultry 
to market, und seeming to be in a state 
of cheerful resignation to the tragedy 


of the country. 
They are courageous 
and industrious, and not at all people 
one would pick out to pity. 


The lieutenant adds that a majority 
of the women are in black, and 
that 
young men are not .seen except in uni­ 
form. 
Good things to eat can be had in 
comparative abundance, and at prices 
that compare favorably with prices in 
ihe United States. 


AVe have been filled with horror nt 
the complete destruction of some por­ 
tions of France, but France is not all 
in ruins—in fact a portion of it small­ 
er than Southern California is where the. 
min has taken place. 
All France has 
bled, of course, hnt only a small part 
of it has fallen beneath the heel of the 
invader. 


And George Patulio, writer 
in 
the 
Saturday Evening Post, also says that 
there is such a thing as emphasizing 
too strongly the needs of 
the 
French 
civilian population, and asks that more 
of the energy of the American men, wo­ 
men and children be turned toward-pro- 
viding for American troops in France 
and for American-troops that are yet to 
go to France. 


Some of us 
may get 
the idea 
that 
France is prostrate—and 
the 
writers 
and speakers on this subject have pro­ 
bably not'portrayed the awful condi­ 
tions with too much emphasis. 
But the 
prostration is sectional. 
Only a small 
portion of great and glorious France 
has been visited by shell-fire. 
Its busi­ 
ness and farm-life and community life 
is moving methodically, 
although 
in 
practically every home there is but a 
memory of stalwart men who died that 
others might live, a sacrifice as pure as 
that sacrifice which occurred so ninny 
years ago on a hill called Calvary.

We believe that the people will appre­

For the sake of

anil for the safety of

hope that Mr. McAdoo 
will 
make 
a 
brilliant success of his railroad man­ 
agement. No American could wish any 
less than 
this. That the 
government 
management of railroads has not been a 
success from the beginning 
does 
not 
mean 
that it won't 
succeed. 
But it 
certainly is a dangerous experiment for 
war-times, and is a situation calling for 
most careful handling. 


"The welcome rains we are now 
enjoying call to mind the interesting 
history of the modern slipless tread. 


"Perhaps the first "non-skid" de­ 
sign that ever appeared was one of 
absolutely flat surface, with grooves 
cut 
across 
it 
transversely. 
This 
tread 
relied 
upon 
its 
flatness 
and 
square edges to prevent slipping, and 
was successful to a large degree. 


"However, 
as with all 
perfectly 
flat treads, there was 
considerable 
danger of strain to the carcass, and 
when the "non-skid" was arrived at 
by other means, a stronger tire re­ 
sulted. 


"Next came the corrugated tread. 
This had the corrugations or grooves 
running around the tire rather Than 
across it. 
It was popular for a while, 
until automobiles began coming into 
their 
own, 
when 
increased 
speed 
called for a better design than the 
corrugated. 
It was about this time 
that 
Bailey, 
the complexion 
brush 
manufacturer, 
invented 
the 
tread 
bearing his name. 
This consisted of 
rubber studs or buttons which were 
built in as part of the tire. 
It was 
a radical departure from any of the 
previous designs and worked out so 


well that it was soon adopted 
by 
nearly all tire manufacturers, 
who 
paid royalty to Mr. Bailey. 
Partly 
to avoid this royalty and partly be­ 
cause individual designs for 
adver­ 
tising purposes instead of utility be­ 
came the vogue, with tire manufac­ 
tures, they began to bring out de­ 
signs of their own. 


"This was the era of the 
most 
freakish and useless tire decorations. 
Caution was thrown 
to the winds, 
and in a great many cases tread de­ 
signs put out that were 
absolutely 
suicidal to tire life. 


"All 
through 
this 
scramble 
the 
Goodrich Rubber Company 
adhered 
j to the Bailey Tread for want of a 
j better one. 
Experiments were being 
j conducted 
all 
the 
while, 
however, 
with the result that the famous "Safe­ 
ty Tread" design was evolved. 


"Its 
characteristic 
design 
of 
a 
series of rubber bars with a cross tie 
is both scientifically and mechanical­ 
ly correct, being a natural 
and 
a 
rational evolution of tire design. 
Its 
continuous 
traction 
qualities 
have 
been fully demonstrated, while the 
absence of strain on the fabric does 
much to prolong the life of the tire."

SOCIAL INSURANCE. 


MR. WILLIAM MCADOO. 


If a man is secretary of the United 
States treasury, general manager of all 
the railroads of 
the 
United 
States, 
chairman of the committee on loans to 
allies, and a few other little jobs like 
that, he ought to be reasonably busy 
during this time of 
the 
greatest 
of 
world-wars. 


But Mr. McAdoo is probably not con­ 
cerning himself too much with ** fletail. 
The president's son-in-law has assumed 
some large jobs, but we've an idea that 
he is getting some assistance from sub­ 
ordinates, and the only thing which I pal­ 
ly threatens 
him with 
brain-fatigue 
is that really great task 
of 
granting 
numerous interviews to magazine writ­ 
ers and newspapermen, 
a 
misfortune 
which fastens itself in most malignant 
form upon the truly great. 


In an interview recently, Mr. McAdoo 
decided 
three important 
things—that 
it didn't matter what Congress niigh^, 
do now as ;o public ownership of rail­ 
roads, for the railroads would be pub­ 
licly administered during the war—that 
if his administration of the railroads 
was a success it would be because a ser­ 
vant of the people had proven to be a 
good and intelligent servant—and that 


Strong words of disapproval, from a 
widely-varying source, have been utter­ 
ed of late against the proposed social 
insurance law, to be on the ballot in 
this state next November. In Covina, 
there 
are a few 
who are 
troubling 
themselves about this question, even at 
this early date. The Los Angeles Times 
recently, in an editorial, says: 


State Senator Brown, formerly a Pro­ 
gressive, has broken with the state ma­ 
chine over the question of social insur­ 
ance. 
In 
a recent address he said: 
" T h e principle upon which social in­ 
surance proposes to operate, is opposed 
to the fundamentals of American gov­ 
ernment and is based upon the Urus- 
sian theory of absorption of the indiv­ 
idual by the state. In addition to being 
of German origin and un-American, it 
•is class legislation. It purposes to in­ 
stitute a scheme of general taxation to 
the end that a particular class of citi­ 
zens shall be provided for when ill and 
this regardless of the nature of the dis­ 
ease and its cause. It is proposed to 
compel the employer to contribute 40 
per cent of the premium, the employes 
must pay 40 per cent, and 20 per cent 
will be taken 
from 
the general 
tax 
fund. From this estimate it is apparent 
that the taxpayers will have their taxes 
increased in an amout somewhere be­ 
tween 
$5,000,000 
and 
$9,000,000 
a 
year.'' 


Senator Brown made the further tell­ 
ing point against social insurance that, 
if it were in effect at the present time, 
it would need be repealed for tbje rea­ 
son that it would prove a bar to the 
employment of thousands of men and 
women in California alone and would 
strike a powerful blow at production. 
Under the social insurance law the em­ 
ployer would have to insist upon a 
medical examination of all persons en­ 
tering his employment, for his own pro­ 
tection. There are thousands now em­ 
ployed who could not pass the examina­ 
tion and they would be deprived of the 
work which both they and the state 
need so sorely in the present shortage 
of man-power. 


When a social insurance bill was in­ 
troduced in the house of 
representa­ 
tives at Washington last month it was 
rejected by an almost unanimous vote. 
Taxpayers of California cannot do bet­ 
ter than to follow the lend of the na­ 
tional congress. They will be. asked to 
approve a system of compulsory insur­ 
ance at the state election in November. 
Its advocates are members and would- 
bes of the state pay-roll brigade, medico 
politicians and a few union labor lead­ 
ers. 
Its opponents should be 
every 
man and woman who toils and pays 
taxes and despises Prussian 
paternal­ 
ism.

050-ncre ranch, .Tohn T. Lindley, speaks, 
of it as one of his own achievements, 
that has cost him much patient experi-, 
mentation, money, and careful decision.! 
The essential ideas contained in it have 
been adopted and recommended by the 
state citrus experiment station. 


Fertilizer records are kept by every 
large ranch concern, of course, and some 
of them serve their purpose adequately 
to the company or individual owner, j 
But this one lends itself to general use 
in the industry. It seems to be the most j 
practical and complete record that nan • 
be kept that will serve the needs of, 
various kinds and ages of orchards un­ 
der one management. 
An illustration j 


sharing equally in conducting the af­ 
fairs of this ranch. He is C. A. Grif­ 
fith of Azusa, for many years the man­ 
ager of the Alfred P. Griffith 
estate, 
adjoining the Slauson estate. Mr. Grif­ 
fith 
assumed his new duties a few 
months ago. Those who are well ac­ 
quainted with these two men believe 
that here is a combination in manage­ 
ment hard to bent in the length and 
width of the citrus business in the 
state, 


Mr. Griffith has added to Mr. Lind­ 
ley 's fertilizer chart system a card in­ 
dex system of the compact type, which 
tolls at a glance the condition, work 
accomplished, fertilizer applied, and all 
other necessary data on every part of 
the acreage. A bunch of cards that he 
can hold in one hand will tell hiin at 
any time the history that is so vital to 
practical orchard culture. 
There are 
kinds of systems, many of them admir­ 
able, but this one seems to demand more

is given of it here, as representing a 
peculiar value to ull ranchers, whether 
operating ten acres or a thousand. 


Incidentally it tells a story of "enst- 
ing bread upon the waters," for the 
liberality of the fertilizer on this ranch, 
known 
generally 
as '' the 
Slauson 
ranch," is coming back annually in sat­ 
isfactory dividends. This is one of the 
great single holdings of California, and 
one which for years has been known 
as a "going concern," a payer-out of 
year-by-year 
dividends—one 
of the 
ranches that makes it possible to speak 
of the citrus industry literally as a bus­ 
iness. 


The fertilizer chart, which explains 
itself, is indicative of the business man­ 
agement of the ranch, and while Mr. 
Lindley at all times deprecates any 
personal mention, the fact of his suc­ 
cess is inseparable from any mention 
that may be made of these splendid 
holdings that lie at the immediate foot 
of the Sierra Madre mountains in the 
San Gabriel valley. 


Recently, after sixteen years of man­ 
agement, Mr. Lindley has been reinforc­ 
ed by a co-worker in management, an­ 
other practical citrus grower who is 


admiration than the many in use in the 
industry. 


The "Slauson Ranch" has just en­ 
tered upon a new departure in the sub­ 
stituting of tractors for about ninety- 
nine per cent of the orchard work. A 
photograph 
taken 
last 
year 
of the 
working force preparing to go out into 
the orchards after the noon-hour showed 
about fifty head of horses and mules, 
but the photograph, as Mr. Griffith puts 
it, is already obsolete. They are to use 
the light 
tractors almost 
exclusively, 
and light trucks havo already 
taken 
the place of animals in tho haul to 
their packing house. Mr. Griffith said 
recently that this decision had come 
about not altogether because it had 
been 
demonstrated 
that tractors and 
trucks are cheaper than animals, but 
also because the labor situation has 
been and still is au acuto one. During 
the war at least, it is going to be neces­ 
sary to conserve man-power. The ranch 
uses from thirty to fifty Mexicans, a 
half-dozen Japanese, and from 
fifteen 
to twenty American laborers in the cul­ 
tivation of the groves, and at picking 
and packing time operates a force of 
about 200 people. Labor is high and is 
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going to be higher and scarcer. The 
tractor and the truck are inevitables, in 
the estimation of these managers. 


This ranch does the most of its irri­ 
gating at night in the summer months, 
conserving thirty per cent of the water 
through avoiding the evaporation. Sit­ 
uated practically at the mouth of the 
San Gabriel canyon,, it has the old 
Azusa rancho water-right, probably the 
cheapest irrigating water of any citrus 
locality. There have been only two or 
three years when the canyon rights did 
not prove sufficient,, and then the auxil­ 
iary pumps were started. This year, for 
instance, the San Gabriel river has been 
down as low as 1^00 inches for all users 
out of the canyon. The pumps for the 
Azusa Foothill Company have been op­ 
erated quite steadily during the past 
six months. 
Most years the pumping 
cost is almost negligible. 


This year the company is doing a 
tnnxhiium amount of pruning. The old 
orchards, twenty-five and thirty years 
of age, are being cut out with a liberal 
hand, because, as Mr. Griffith explained, 
it was an ideal year to accomplish this 
work 011 account of the fact that the. 
naval crop is light, as is the ease prac­ 
tically everywhere in the state. In the 
matter of pruning, each tree presents 
its individual problem. ThotXi can be no 
straight-line rule laid down for prun­ 
ing, beyond the well-known fundamen­ 
tals, these people believe. A fixed policy 
of the ranch is to prune the trees high 
enough to keep the lower limbs off the 
ground, to prevent brown rot, and also 
to prevent the injury of a lot of fruit 
during cultivation. 
They believe that 
it is better not to have this low-growth 
fruit than to have it cut down the qual­ 
ity of the crop. 


Managers Lindley and Griffith both 
unhesitatingly say that" the peljcy of the. 
ranch is annual fumigation. It is not a 
debatable question with them. All the 
spray fiascos of the past are simply bit­ 
ter memories to be forgotten as soon 
as may be., Whether the various plots 
of trees may show a clean condition or 
not does not particularly signify when 
adjudged by this method. It is expect­ 
ed that the entire acreage will be fumi­ 
gated every year. Too many times it 
has 
happened 
that 
supposedly-clean 
trees have developed a serious amout of 
scale before the fruit was off, and this 
is too costly a situation to be ignored. 


It used to be that a rancher would 
skip a fumigation and fumigate at two- 
year periods iii California, they say, but 
that time is pretty generally past. Not 


only does it seem that the only way to 
keep trees clean and fruit clean is to 
fumigate annually, but these practical 
men say that there is something about 
steady 
fumigation 
that 
stimulates a 
tree. 
A tree is better for its fumiga­ 
tion, entirely aside from the fact that 
the scale is eliminated or controlled. 
Managers 
Lindley and Griffith 
both 
emphatically 
maintain 
that it is an 
entirely different story as to the use of 
any kind of spray materials. Spraying 
with material sufficiently. strong to do 
the work that fumigation will do, will 
invariably damage the tree, oftentimes 
to a very serious point. 


"While this is a light year for Wash­ 
ington navels, the ranch is well worth 
visiting just to see the wonderful crop 
in the lemon orchards that arc planted 
right on the knees of the foothills. In 
all the history of the industry the writ­ 
er has never seen such a 
wonderful 
crop. 
There are 125 acres in lemons, 
the balance of the ranch being pretty 
evenly divided between navels and val- 
encias. 


The company packs, through its own 
packing house and sells through the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers 
Exchange, 
marketing in normal years about 550 
carloads. The brands are Blue Seal, 
Red Shield, and Green Crown. 
The 
owners are James Slauson, Mrs. L. S. 
Macneal, Mrs. Kate 
Vosburg, J. T. 
Lindley, and C. A. Griffith. The ranch 
was developed by the well-known South­ 
land pioneer and financier, J. S. Slau­ 
son, and lies on both sides of the Foot­ 
hill boulevard, near Azusa. The ranch 
has 
never acquired the name of a 
"show-place," tho policy being exactly 
the opposite, but to citrus ranchers and 
to peoplo intimately interested in the 
citrus industry it is a place of more 
than ordinary interest, and to this class 
of visitors the managers always issue a 
cordial welcome.

STATESMAN SPEAKS 


(Continued frotn first page.) 


manufactured with the equipment in the 
I'nited States to replace that amount 
in thirty days. We could have fought 
a battle of two hours 
every 
thirty 
days, the speaker 
said. 
Immediately 
following this exhibition the cabinet 
discussed the situation, with the amaz­ 
ing result that a suit 
was instituted 
by the government against the great­ 
est powder company, charging unlaw­ 
ful 
combination 
in 
business. 
This 
showed the trend of the public mind. 
THE DEMAGOGUES. 
- 


Many instances pointing to the gra­ 
dual growth of this sentiment against 
business, which has made every busi­ 
ness man a thief in the eyes of the 
people, were cited 
by the 
speaker. 
Ninety-nine percent of the politicians 
seeking office in these days were ut­ 
tering fulminations against capital, and 
the other one per cent failed of election 
Mr. Shaw said. 
Some universities are 
teaching a brand of politicnl economy 
which rivals the teachings of the Bol- 
sheviki. 
Pulpits are catering to the 
supposedly popular trend which damns 
every man who ever accumulated a dol­ 
lar more than his needs for the day. 
The public schools are filled with the 
idea that there are only two ways to 
get money, which is to earn it or steal 
it, not taking into consideration the tre­ 
mendous stimulus of the bonus, or un­ 
earned increment, which made the ex­ 
pansion of the great 
American 
west 
possible. Opportunities to achieve have 
been granted through 
the 
God-given 
freedom which came from the American 
fathers, said Mr. Shaw, which founded 
a government allowing the greatest of 
opportunity to 
individuals 
with the 
least possible amount of governmental 
restriction. 
The tendency during the 
last decade and more, has been to re­ 
strict 
this opportunity, which, while 
necessary to a salutary extent, has re­ 
sulted in a persecution of capital and a 
paralysis of the courage of the finan­ 
ciers. 
That capita) and labor are the 
only props of successful 
achievement 
is an utter fallacy, the speaker said. 
All achievement in business stands on 
three legs—capital, labor and manage­ 
ment, and the greatost of these is man­ 
agement, for the other two crumble im­ 
mediately that management is found 
to be faulty. 
That is why the speaker 
disparaged the idea of the government 
assuming the management 
pf. 
great 
business affairs, such as thq t (railroads. 
One need only to bo a student of gov­ 
ernmental management 
in the most 
superficial way to sec that its dangers 
of failure are many, he said. 


SPEECH A SURPRISE. 


Not being a caudidatc for any office, 
the speaker said he could 
speak 
with 
frankness. 
He realized that it would 
not be possible in these days for a poli­ 
tician seeking office to combat the gon- 
evtvl idea tnnt all business men are 
crooks. The speaker received a pro­ 
longed cheer when he asserted that tho 
business men of the United States had 
made the United States, and that it 
would be business men who would save 
it. 


The speaker warned the assembled 
men of the growth of that same spirit 
in the United States that had produced 
the Bolsheviki, defeat and chaos in Rus­ 
sia. We do not know how near we are 
to these 
conditions, 
he 
said. His 
speech might be a surprise to fifty per­ 
cent of his audience, said Mr. Shaw, 
but the people were going to hear more 
of this instead of less of it. He stated 
that this country was u republic and 
not n democracy. 
Not until the last 
few years, and indeed in the Inst few- 
months had this government ever been 
alluded to as a democracy, but always 
as a republic, the difference being very 
sharply defined. 
'1ms republic 
was 
founded upon the basis that tho people 
should be represented by a responsible 
body of statesmen, a form of govern 
ment which the great democrat, Jef­ 
ferson, was very largely instrumental 
in formulating. 
A republic is a gov 
eminent by representation, while a do 
moctacy is a condition where every man 
is left to work out his own salvation, to 
act separately for himself, a form of 
government that had invariably perish­ 
ed down through the history of the 
world. A republic is coordinate, while 
a democracy is entirely without coor­ 
dination. 
This is a republic, he said, 
and should not be alluded to as a demo­ 
cracy. The •democratization 
of 
the 
world is a phrase which the people as­ 
sume to mean the establishment of the 
republican, or representative form of 
government, he intimated. 


MONROVIAN HOSTS. 


The banquet served on this occasion 
was a substantial one, the work of the 
ladies of the Monrovia Episcopal Guild, 
and was served in the basement of the 
Baptist church, one of the tine church 
structures of California. 
To Mr. C. A. 
Griffith, president 
of the Associated 
Chambers, should be given the thanks 
for securing Mr. Shaw, an achievement 
not without its preliminary difficulties. 
Expressions of rtgiet were voiced be­ 
cause of the illness of Captain 
H. J. 
Evans of Monrovia, twice president of 
the organization, who was reported as 
recovering from an operation.
